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The Examiner has required an election of the species as 
described below; 

Species I, the embodiment of the hook that is attached to the 
back of the base support unit shown in Figures 7-8. 

Species II, the embodiment of the hook that is attached to the 
back of the base support unit shown in Figures 10-12. 

Species III, the embodiment of the hook that is attached to the 
back of the base support unit shown in Figures 13-15. 

Species IV, the embodiment of the hook that is attached to the 
back of the base support unit shown in Figures 21-32. 

Species V, the embodiment of the hook that is attached to the 
back of the base support unit shown in Figures 33-35.
